Murder Still a Mystery. 

Winnipeg, June 29.—Chas. F. Horn- 
feck was discharged yesterday on a 
charge of murdering Louise Pearl 
James. The prosecution fell down 
woefully, the most damaging evidehce 
being a confession written by the 
prisoner. An alibi was established 
by the defence, which showed that 
the accused was not within ten miles 
of the city on the day of the murder. 
A precedent was established when 
C. P. Fullerton, for the defence, call- 
ed the prisoner to the witness-box to 
testify at his preliminary trial. Louis 
James, the husband of the murdered 
woman, did not appear to give evi- 
dence, and the case was closed. The 
next action of the crown is watched 
for with interest.

He read a letter 
from Mr. Kerry, the president 
of the Company, explaining 
why he was unable to be 
present at the meeting but 
stating that he would be in 
Madoe within a week or so. 

Mr. Ireland, the electrical 
engineer of the company, then 
addressed the meeting and 
laid their proposition before the 
people. On authority of the 
President he quoted the prices 
for which they would supply 


power to Madoc as follows: 
For 250 h. p., $85; up to 500 hip. 


$32.50; not less than 1000 h.p., 
$30. He -explained at some 
length their system of 6rganiza- 
tion and development of 
electrie energy, already putting 
in main lines to Deloro, Stirl- 
ing, Belleville and other points 
in this district. The Madoc 
branch would tap the Deloro 
main line, and proposed to 
continue it on east of Madoc to 
Actinolite and Sulphide. It 
would be available as 
power to operate electric light 
or machinery of any kind, He 
showed the saving in operating 
the Madoe electric light plant, 
and their service would be 
continued for the full twenty- 
four hours of each day. He 
figured that the town could 


first 


effect a saving of from five to 
seven hundred dollars, with 
the extra uses to which 
electricity might be utilized by 
our householders, in addition 
to light and power. The town 


could contract for the whole 
amount of 250 h, p. and sub- 
let it to users. 

A number of technical 
questions were asked by Mr. 
Casement, Mr. White, and 
others and answered by Mr. 
Ireland.

ing. Since this proposition was 
mentioned « couple of 
weeks ago he had offers for sell- 
ing mining properties that he 
had not an offer for in the last 
four years. With cheap power 
the marble quarry, tale and 
other mines would be worked 
to inereased advantage, and 
Madoc would be. the centre of 
great mining activity. It would 
he a great mistake to rejett this 
chance to get electric power. 
Hitherto the cost of power had 
killed the mines in this section, 
whose ores were too low in value 
to stand the price of fuel in this 
country. 

Mr. J. C. Dale figured that*the 
proposal would give us a 24 hour 
service of lights at the same 
cost we are now paying for an 
average of 6 hours, a fact which 
would commend it to our citiz- 
ens, and would eventually in- 
crease the revenue. 


Mr. Will Cross said they 
should keep in view the fact 
that if we had electric power 


here to sell it would be an in- 
ducement for other industries 
to locate here. With the cost 
the same for lights, other ad- 
vantages would be increased 
capacity which would bring in- 
creased revenue, all-night ser- 
vice for both houses and streets 
and better satisfaction. There 
was the prospect for consider- 
able power being required for 
the tale and other mines, and 
other industries, if power was 
for sale at reasonable rates. He 
favored a small committee to 
get all information possible and 
moved, seconded by Mr. Wm. 
Cox, that Messrs. Gillespie, 
Casement, Hungerford, Dale 
and the mover be a committee

This event comes as a climax to 
the steady and persistent rumors of 
trouble over the classification on dis- 
trict F, the stretch from Winnipeg 
to Superior Junction. It was over 
this section and the classification up- 
on it, that Major Hodgins came to 
grief. His charges were succeeded 
by even more serious allegations of 
over-classification made by the G,T.P. 
Co. through its assistant engineer, 
Woods. 

More recently it became necessary 
for the cost; of the section to be as- 
certained, as the time was drawing 
near for the G.T.P. to take it over. | 
A board of arbitration was appoint- 
ed, consisting of Collingwood Schreib- 
er, formerly Deputy Minister of Rail- 
ways, and now Government consult- 
ing engineer for the G.T.P., as chair- 
man, and Mr. Kelliher, chief engineer | 
of the G.T.P., and Mr. Lumsden, as 
members.

MONTREAL, June  23.—(Special.)—At 
the Montreal Stock Yards West End Mar- 
ket, the receipts of live stock for th2 
week ending June 28 were 2250 cattle, 375 
sheep and Jambs, 1800 hogs and 1450 calves.

A tea- 
ture of the market was the continued 
Scarcity of good to choice steers, and 
prices for such were stronger, but the 
lower grades of cattle were more plentiful 
than a week ago, and prices in conse- 
Guence show a decline of 4c to %c per Ib. 
The gathering of buyers was large, and, 
in spite of the very warm weather, the 
demand for top quality stock was good, 
but the trade in the commoner grades was 
rather slow, even at the above reduction 
in values, There was a fair demand 
from exporters on account of the con- 
tinued strong cable advices which were 
received from Liverpool, which reported 
trade very firm at a further advance tin 
prices of %c to %c per Ib., with sales of 
choice Canadians at as high as 144c, and 
ranchers at 13%c per pound. On the 
strength of this, exporters paid 6c to 644c 
per pound for steers, but some holders 
were asking as high as 7%c for extra 
choice stall-fed steers, but the top figure 
paid for such was 6\%c for local consump- 
tion, and the bulk of the trade was done 
in choice stock at 6c to 64c, with good 
at 5%c to 6c. The best grass-fed steers 
sold at Sc to 5%c; medium at 4%4c to 4%c, 
and lower grades at 3c to 4c per lb. The 
demand for bulls was good, and some 
cholce ones brought 5%c to 5%c, and 
good 4Ke to 544c per pound.

Tents are springing up all over the 
ruins and enterprising Syrians would 
have already started building on a 
more pretentious scale if the Nipis¢ 
sing Company had not forbidden it 
until the ground has been properly 
laid out. Lots will be surveyed to 
get a proper alignment of the streets 
and town will probably impose build 
ing restrictions which will prevent 
further construction of the matehbox 
order. 

The street through the Nipissing 
property will be widened by ten feet. 
The Nipissing were never desirous of 
ellowing a town to grow up on their 
land, but they could not prevent the 
netural trend of growth towards the 
north. Now it is probable they will 
take advantage of the opportunity 
and do a considerable amount of ex- 
ploration work, and in any case 
building will be delayed for some 
time. 

Hundreds are going out of town and 
there is a land boom at North Cobalt 
and all places within a reasonable 
distanee of Cobalt. 

In the meantime the homeless peo- 
ple are sleeping in tents which have 
been laid out in military lines by 
Capt. Leckie and Major Holland. 
The only lack is of experienced 
workers to raise the tents, as supplies 
from Toronto and the Militia Depart- 
ment are ample.

SOME COSTLY PICTURES 


PRINCELY SUMS THAT HAVE 
BEEN PAID FOR PAINTINGS, 


| Sum of $360,000 Paid For Holbein’s 
“Christina of Donmark" Ranke 
| High In the List But J. P. Mor- 
gan’s Price of Half a Million for « 
Raphael Prevents It Becoming a 
Record—Picture Costs Two Lives. 
Big prices for pictures are by no 
means rare nowadays, but the sum of 


$360,000 demunded tor Holbein’s fa- 
mous portrait of “Christina of Den- 


mark” is almost unprecedented, 


In the National Gallery at the pres- 
ent time the picture which cost most 


| money is what is known as the “Blen- 


heim Raphael,” tor which $350,000 
was paid in 1885. The other Raphuel 
in the gallery is the property of Mr. 
Pierpont Morgan, and he is believed 
to have given $500,000 for the work. 

There is an interesting story attach- 
ed to a portrait of Lady Coburn and 
her children by Sir Joshua Reynolds 
now in the gallery. In 1892 this beau- 
tiful work was bequeathed to the na- 
tion by Lady Hamilton, and for a 
few years occupied an honored posi- 
tion among England’s art treasures. 
Some time in 1899, however, the fam- 
ily discovered that Lady Humiltou 
had only a life interest in the work, 
and was, therefore, not entitled to 
dispose of it, and they claimed re- 
possession. After testing their case, 
the Gallery trustees found themselves 
compelled to give up the picture, and 
the family sold it"to Mr. Alfred Beit, 
the South African millionaire, for 
about $150,000. Now, however, the 
picture once more hangs in the na- 
tion’s great gallery, for when Mr. Beit 
died a year or two ago, he bequeath- 
ed the work to the nation. 

Romance is frequently a feature in 
the history of great works of-art, and 
the story of a great picture that ‘was 
bought. for two human lives is not 
uninteresting, 

The picture {fs a beautiful represen- 
tation of the “Immaculate Concep- 
tion’ by Murillo, and hangs in the 
Louvre, in Paris. 

While Marshal Soult was following 
the retreating army of Sir John Moore 
before Corunna, a party of his sol- 
diers took as prisoners two monks. 
This class was very hostile to the 
French, and monks captured’ were 
generally at once shot. Instead of 
following the usual practice, however, 
the great marshal ordered these two 
to lead him to their monastery. 

At the monastery, Soult saw the 
picture, and wished to buy it, but the 
prior refused to sell, stating that he 
had been offered $20,000 for the work. 
The marshal then offered $40,000, 
and, thinking he saw a chance to 
save his humbler brethren, the prior 
accepted, on the condition that ‘the 
two monks should be handed over to 
him. 

“Their ransom is $40,000," said 
Soult, seizing hold of his opportun- 
ity, and nothing the prior could say 
would move him from his quickly- 
made decision. j 

Eventually, the great picture was 
given up to the marshal in exchange 
for the lives of his prisoners. 

Frequently, there have been cases 
of valuable pictures being lost or stol- 


| en, and never heard of again; and, on 


the other hand, pictures whose very 
existence have been forgotten, turn 
up from time to time, once more to 
cause a stir in the world, So recently 
as 1904, in the home of a gentleman 
at Whitehaven, a canvas was found 
rolled up, and in such a fearfully dir- 
ty condition that, at first, it was quite 


| impossible to trace any signs of a 


picture. Careful cleaning, however, 
disclosed a portrait of two children 
by George. Romney, and one of that 
artist's finest works, 

Fifty years before, the canvas had 
been bonents with two others, for $5. 
At Christie’s, it fetched $35,000. 

Only the year before the unearthing 
of this treasure, in the possession of 


| an old lady of Worthing was found 


the portrait of a lady in a white mus- 
lin dress with yellow trimmings. The 
picture was covered with dirty var- 
nish and disfigured by two holes. An 
attempt to dispose of it to some dealer, 
for $25 was unsuccessful, but when it 
was found to be a Gainsborough, and 
sent to auction, it sold for no less 
than $45,000, the purchaser being Sir 
Charles Wertheimer. 


A Fly Killer. 

The following easy method of kill- 
ing flies is suggested by the London, 
Eng.. Lancet, one of the foremost 
medicaJ journals in the world :

In a statement last night Mr. Dug- 
gan denied the assertion that the 
fences had been filled with live wires 
for the express purpose of keeping 
striking workmen from committing 
possible damage to property, The 
wires, he said, were fitted with elec- 
tric bulbs for giving better lighting 
focilities.

To-day he will issue a proclamation 
stating that as the company now has 
an agreement with its workmen 
through the P.W.A. to continue rates 
and conditions of employment until 
Dec. 31, 1909, it will continue to mine 
and ship coal with the aid of P.W.A.

The Dominion Coal Co. officials do 
not look for a long drawn out strike, 
and it is the general opinion that the 
trouble will be all over inside of a 
couple of weeks. PS 

The company is in communication 
with coal corporations in England, 
Scotland and Wales, any of which 
will,’ on receipt of a cable, send all 
the men asked for to Cape Breton. 

This medium, however, will not be 
availed of only as a last resort, as 
the company are anxious to employ 
home labor exclusively if possible. 
The coal company are at present pay- 
ing the, best wages of any firm in 
Canada, under their long term con- 
tract with the P.W.A., and they in- 
tend to fulfil their obligations in this 
respect. 

Practically all the summer con- 
tracts have been filled and between 
100,000 and 160,000 tons of coal are 
banked. \ 

Two thousand tents have arrived at 
Glece Bay for the U.M.W., and it is 
understood these will be erected near 
the colleries, in which the pickets and 
the scouts of the strikers may live, so 
as to be in close proximity to the 
strike. 

It has been reported about ‘Glace 
Bay that the different railroad com- 
porations in the colliery districts will 
go out on strike in sympathy with 
the U.M.W. There is said to be not 
the slightest foundation for such a 
rumor, as the railroad men, under 
their constitution, cannot interfere in 
any labor dispute outside of their 
own organization.

FIGHT TO THE FINISH 


Is Now in Colleries 
ace fay, N.S. 


Struggie on 


Number Six Is Closed ‘Down and Oth- 
ers Are Expected to Follow Soon— 
Evicts Strikers 
Houses and Tented City Has Been 
Put Up — Gazette Newspaper Is 
Arming Its Office—700 Pickets. 


Glace Bay, N.S., July 6.—The strike 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica members, so long threatened, is 
now on in earnest, 

The opening gun in the strike was 
fired yesterday, and #8 a result Dom- 
inion No. 6 Colliery, famous for its 
connection with the steel-coal litiga- 
tion, was closed down, This mine em- 
ployed some 320 men. At this col- 


Company From 


ployes have been known for some 
time to be in sympathy with the 
U.M.W.A. Notwithstanding the com- 
Penns intention to operate that col- 
jery yesterday, nearly all of the men 
failed to turn up and the result is 
that it shut down. 

As the Dominion Coal Co. is not at 
present anxious for an output from 
this colliery no efforts were made to 
keep it in operation, so it may be re- 

arded as permanently closed for the 

alance of the struggle. At the Hub 

and the International there are a 
considerable number of men who left 
their places yesterday, but at all the 
other collieries the situation remains 
unchanged. 

The leaders of the U.M.W. were yes- 
terday engaged in active preparations 
for the commencement of hostilities 
to-day. They intend, it is understood, 
to make their greatest demonstration 
of strength at Dominion No. 2 and 
they expect to turn out a picket force 
of 700 men to prevent the succéssful 
operation of the colliery. Dominion 
No. 2 is the largest mdibaeparainned 
colliery in. the works and employes 
in its two seams over 2,000 men. 


Whatever strength the P.W. A., pos- 
sess lies at this point and it is ex- 
pected that the struggle for supre- 
macy will revolve about this centre. 
Should the U.M.W. be successful in 
closing down No. 2,. they will have 
gone a long way towards establishing 
their claim that the great majority of 
the miners are enrolled and will fight 
under their colors. 

On the other hand, the members of 
the P.W.A. are taking a philosophic 
view of the situation. They express 
their intention to be at their places 
right along and they anticipate no 
resistance on the part of their fellow- 
workmen. 

As stated in the proclamation, is- 
sued by the company yesterday, all 
the men who quit work last night had 
to leave the company’s houses im- 
mediately. This means that every 
U.M.W. supporter in the bituminous 
district was without a roof over his 
head last night. To meet this con- 
tingency upward of two thousand can- 
vas tents were received from interna- 
tional headquarters and a white spot- 
ted city grew up amid the black sur- 
rounding adjacent to the collieries. 

The streets yesterday and last night 
were crowded with thousands of ex- 
cited men and meetings are being 
held in all the colliery districts where 
U.M.W. locals are organized and the 
strike order is being promulgated by: 
heads of the order. 

Independent opinion leads to the 
view that the larger proportion of 
men will go out eventually, and that 
at most the Coal Company will not 
be able to operate more than two of 
their collieries and even these will be 
short-handed, Reserve and Dominion 
No. 1 are said to be the strongest 
P.W.A. centres, but even at these 
places it is thought a goodly propor- 
tion of the men will not work. 

The force of constables appointed 
at the last session of the county coun- 
cil have been armed with rifles and 
revolvers, and those who are willing 
to act were being sworn in yesterday. 
Some of these men have refused to 
act as constables and consequently 
are not being sworn, The manage- 
ment of The Gazette newspaper of 
this place, which has been strongly 
opposedto, the U.M.W. movement, 
have, it is said, put in a supply of 
firearms and also put a crowd of 
men in at night to watch the build- 
ings. 

The Coal Company will likely se- 
cure the services of an ex-Northwest 
mounted policeman who went through 
the South African war to lead its 
force of special officers at this place. 

The town council will take steps 
to-night to close all liquor stores in 
the town as a precautionary measure, 
which step, it is understood, has the 
approval of the U.M.W. executive, 

A man in town last night received 
a wire from a contractor in Monc- 
ton, N.B., asking for 500 men and 
guaranteeing these men steady work 
at fair pay. It is likely that he will 
get some of the men asked for, 

Neither side to the dispute is do- 
ing any talking for publication, but 
all expect it will be a fight to the 
finish.

MONTREAL, July 5.—(Special.)—At the 
Montreal Stock Yards West End Market, 
the receipts of live stock for the week 
ending July 3 were 3175 cattle, 550 sheep 
and lambs, 1925 hogs and 1550 calves. The 
supply for local consumption this morn- 
ing consisted of 10) cattle, 300 sheep and 
lambs, 1050 hogs and 600 calves. 

The offerings of cattle were 800 head 
larger than a week ago; but, notwith- 
standing this fact, the undertone to the 
market for good to choice was stronger, 
and prices for such advanced lée per 1b, 
as supplies of this class were limited, 
while the lower grades were plentiful and 
showed no improvement. The attendance 
of buyers was large, and, as the weather 
Was much cooler, they showed a disposi- 
tion to operate more freely, consequently 
a fairly active trade was done. The de- 
mand was principally for the top grades, 
while the common stock only met with a 
fair sale. Owing to the continued strong 
able advices coming forward from all 
the leading foreign markets, which net= 
ted a further advance in prices of Mec to 
44sec per pound, there Is a steady demand 
from exporters’ for all suitable shipping 
stock, and this fact no doubt tended to 
strengthen the market for top grades to 
some extent.

A number of County Councils 
throughout Ontario are for- 
warding petitions to the Pro- 
vincial Bareeunene askin; 
that farm buildings in rura 
municipalities be exempted 
from taxation. 

The petitions set forth that 
such action would have a 
pronounced tendency towards 
securing the speedy improve- 
-ment and occupation of vacant 
lands, and would encourage 
farmers to improve and beaut- 
ify their property. 

It is the intention of the 
Government to submit the 

uestion to the special Legisla- 
tive Committee appointed to do 
with a complete revision of the 
assessment act. This com- 
mittee will probably be called 
together early in the autumn 
with a view to completing its 
work in time for the Legislative 
Session, which, by reason of 
the change in the financial year 
of the Province, will meet next 
year early in January. 


Western Crops Promising. 


Reports of the crops received 
throughout the west are exceed- 
ingly optimistic. The rains of 
the past week have brought the 
wheat along in splendid style.

ORANGEMEN CELEBRATE | 


Thousands Walk in All Parts 


of the Province. 


Grand Master Sproule In Brampton 


Makes Appeal for Religious Liberty 
For All Classes and No Interfer- 
ence by Any Church—Order Now 
Has More Than Half a Million 
Members All Over the World. 


Brampton, July 13.—The greatest 
crowd that ever visited Brampton 
took possession of the town yesterday 
Every Orange lodge in the County of 
Peel, fifteen lodges from Dufferin and 
a number from Wellington and Hal- 
ton were in evidence. The town was 
decorated with flags, bunting and 
arches. The procession was the larg- 
est ever, fifteen hundred being in line. 

They marched to the park for the 
speeches, Richard Blain, M.P., pre- 
sided. The platform was filled with 
prominent men of the county and 
short addresses were delivered by 
Revs.

New York, July 
Rockefeller has added ten 
more to the forty-three millions of 
dollars with which he had already en- 
dowed the Rockefeller Foundation. 
Not only does he raise the fund of 
the general education board to this 
extent, but he places all but twenty 
millions of it in the hands of mem- 
bers of the board, to handle as they 
like in the endowment of American 
colleges and universities. 
Heretofore Mr, Rockefeller consti- 
tuted himself and his son final arbi- 
ters of the disposition of the Foun- 
dation Fund. 
In relinquishing this control the 
Oil King characteristically suggests 
that the board spend its money on 
the strong institutions to ‘make them 
Stronger and let the weaker schools 
shift for themselves.

Finance Bill Passes. 

July 12—The Reichstag 
the finance reform legisla- 
jtion Saturday evening. It is eight 
‘months since the measures were first 
introduced, The complete legislation 
resembles but little the Government's 
original proposals. 

The scheme finally adopted consists 
of higher taxes on beer, tobacco and 
brandy, and higher duties on coffee, 
etfervescent wines, cordials and tea. 
The duty on tea has been qsadrupled. 

The House also adopted a stamp 
tax on checks, stubs for the renewal 
of dividends, and coupon sheets, as 
well as a higher stamp tax for issue 
of new stocks and bonds, which will 
affect foreign securities. A tax on 
transfer of real estate "was also adopt- 
ed, with a resolution requiring that 
a bill be introduced by April 1, 
1911, for taxing the unearned incre- 
ment in land values.

Low Temperatures

Low temperature and cold rains 


prevailed over the wi@le of Canada 
in May and the early part of June, 
which delayed seeding and checked 
vegetation. Then followed a period of 
irouth throughout the northern, and 
suatern parts of Ontario, the western 
ind southern sections of Quebee and 
nearly the whole of the Maritime 
Vrovineces! Grain, hay and root crops 
were consequently in poor condition 
in all those regions. On both sides’ of 
the St. Lawrence, in the lower parts 
of Quebee and in the 
counties of Ontario, there were co- 
pious showers in June, and all crops 
were looking well at the end of the 
month. Fall wheat would be ready 
for reapers in the second week of 
July. 

A feature of the season, however, 
has been a series of showers over 
lecal areas, and the conditions of 
crops are irregular. But’ there is a 
note of hope in the reports of many 
correspondents, encouraged by the 
widely extended rains of June 28 
und 29, and in the Maritiem Pro- 
vinces, where the drouth was most 
severely left, there were heavy rains 
on July 7. British Columbia has had 
au like experience of dry weather in 
June, with rains at the end of the 


month, and fall wheat is the only 
food crop there. 
In the northwest provinces, fine 


growing weather followed the seeding 
of spring wheat, oats and barley, 
and correspondents throughout Mani- 


\tcba, Saskatchewan and Alberta are 


jubilant at the prospects, Rainfall 
was ample to the end of June, ex- 
cept in a few localities, and al- 


|though seeding operations were de- 


layed; cereals and grasses are nearly 


}as well advanced us in any previous 


year, 

“Ideal”’ is’ the favorite word of 
Many correspondents, and it was gen- 
erally expected that spring wheat 
in 
Alberta fall wheat was badly winter- 
killed, and much of the land has 
been re-sown with spring wheat, oats 
and barley. Spring wheat. was head- 
ing out at the end of June in the 
scuthern parts of Alberta. 

In the case of all the grains, ex- 
cept fall wheat, the per cent. condi- 
tion is higher this year than it was 
last year; hay and clover and pas- 
ture are lower. In the three north- 
west provinces the average condition 
of spring wheat at the first of July 
was 95,53 and of oats 96.56,

Blown Up 
_In a Shaft. 


Percy Harvey {nstantly Killed at Sulphide. 


Tweed, July 16,—The little 
burg of Sulphide is clouded in 
sorrow as a result of a prema- 
ture explosion in the mines 
there last evening. The mines 
are operated by the Nichols 
Chemical Company. 

Percy Harvey, aged twenty- 
six years, was down in one of 
the shafts about 9.30 o'clock 
preparing to fire a round o: 
nine shots. A helper, Frank 
Langevin, was standing in a 
drift at the top of the short 
shaft in which Harvey was 
working. He was holding the 
ladder that Harvey was to use 
in getting out of the shaft, 
which was-about twenty-five 
feet deep, This short shaft 
was at the end of a 125-foot 
drift.’ From this drift the main 
shaftrof about 300 feet led to 
the surface. To each charge 
was attached a four-foot piece 
of fuse. It takes about four 
minutes for this fuse to burn 
up, 50 Harvey had to light the 
nine fuses and then get away to 
the top. 

An examination was made by 
Coroner Farrell and men to- 
day and one shot was found 
still unexploded. No one can 
tell what really happened. 
The explosion was so heavy 
that Langevin was knocked 
down and stunned. As soon as 
he recovered he hastened along 
the drift to another part of the 
mine and notified three or four 
others. After much difficulty 
they got a ladder down _ to 
where Harvey was, the first 
ladder having been demolished. 
His body was found in a 
horribly mangled condition and 
was brought to the surface.

BONUS FOR CHILDREN 
French Doctor Proposes a Remedy for 
Race Suicide. 

Paris, July 19.—The grave problem 
presented by the declining birth rate 
again is distressi France, which 3 
engaged particularly at this moment 
weighing the merits claimed for the 
plan proposed by Prof, Richet of the} 
Academy of Medicine Leroy Beaulieu.| 

The scheme proposed a system ot 
bonuses for children, the bonus grow- 
ing as the number of children in one 
family increases. That is, while the 
parents get nothing #n consideration 
for the first child, they are allowed 
$100 for the second, $200 for the third, 
and so on. Richet believes birthe 
would be increased annually by 750,- 
000, or 1,000,000 at a cost to the state 
of %6,000,000 yearly. This would 
be met by death duties, the plan lay- 
ing a tax of 50 per cent, on all col- 
laterial bequests and confiscating half 
estates in case of only one child. 

Richet further would reduce the 


salaries of unmarried employes of the 
state aa well as those with only one 
child or none five years after mar- 
riage. 

Naturally, the proposition has arous- 
ed warm opposition. It is asked whe- 
ther the class which would be reached 
by such an offer, is one worthy to be 
the parents of future generations. 

There ‘are not lacking those who 
affirm that the prosperity of France 
rests on the principle of the small 
family and who see revolution, chaos, 
and national poverty if large families 
become general.

Two aticks, three 
atraws, a suspicion of coarse grass, 
and Madam Dove Is reacy to lay her 
pearl-white oges and brood them with 
a touching devotion, Neither she nor 
her mate has any shame in such 6 
nest, for they always set it where it 
can bo plainly seen.

they are solid, commonplace, mud- 
plastered affairs, as unpoetic as the 
mud nesta of the house martin. Tho 
Jee martin puts up a different home 
for himself and mate, His nest may 
have a foundation of mud, but it is 
cushioned: within, stuccoed without, 
with fine wood lichens, into a thing of 
beauty, It vies, indeed, with the 
nests of the chimney swallow, the

HARVEST BY AUGUST 20 


Western Crop Reports Predict a/ 
First Class Yield. 


Canadian Northern 
| Grain Is Ahead of Last Year and 
| Plenty of Machinery Is Being Sold 
|. —Bull Operators Are Relying on 

a Scarcity of Old Wheat and the 


Bears Look Forward to Big Supply. 


Bulletins Say 


Winnipeg, July 20,—" Harvest 
should commence about Aug. 20, 
says the Canadian Northern Railway 
weekly crop report in the message 
from Warman and it is practically 
the same from all over the west. 

Each of the agents tell the story 
of magnificent prospects, with a 
great big crop in view. Wheat is 
now 40 to 46 inches high at Hum- 
bolt, and most other places it has 
attained a height of 30 inches. 

The grain is all said to be much 
ahead of last year and is looking 
very well. No damage is reported. 

In some districts dealers report 


large sales of harvesting machinery 
in anticipation of bumper crop. 

Concerning flax, the report says 
that there will be a heavy crop. 

Bulls and Bears Both Satisfied. 

New York, July 20.—The Herald's 
survey of the grain situation says: 

Recent evidences of a very small 
surplus of old wheat have created a 
strong bullish feeling in the mjnds of 
traders generally, who believe that the 
new crop will be wanted and that 
buyers will be willing to pay a good 
price. 

The world is waiting for the move- 
ment of the new Ameriean crop. In 
the first place shorta are waiting for 
wheat to fill contracts. Mills, many 
of which have been forced to close 
down, on account of the lack of sup- 
plies are anxiously waiting for new 
wheat to grind, and Europe is look- 
ing to America for a goodly supply of 
wheat to fill deficiencies in the for- 
eign stocks and make up for rather 
poor crops abroad. The fact that oki 
crop wheat for months has been sell- 
ing around $1.35 to $1.45 from Kan- 
sas City to the seaboard speaks well 
for the strength of the situation, and 
while many authorities agree that it 
would be difficult to hold values at 
this figure, when the new crop be- 
gins to move in volume, it is the 
general belief that the new erop wheat 
will command a very price, 

Conditions point to a liberal crop of 
wheat this year in America and in 
Canada, but unless indications are 
very deceptive a good crop will be 
needed and readily absorbed. The 
outlook at present is for a total yield 
in the United States of around 700,- 
000,000 bushels, and the ‘price at 
which the crop will be marketed will 
depend largely on the volume of the 
demand from abroad. The Canadian 
crop will be our chief competitor, and 
so far indications point to a very 
large Canadian crop this year. Wheat 
is still moving from the Argentine 
in considerable volume, and reports 
from India and Russia are favorable, 
although on the continent and in the 
United Kingdom it is: believed that 
this year’s yield will be somewhat de- 
ficient. ji 


-” More English Than Americans. 

Ottawa, July 20,—The official fig- 
ures of the immigration into Canada 
for the month of May issued yester- 
day, shows a total of 29,030, The Eng- 
lish lead with a total of 7,397, but the 
United States citizens are a good sec- 
ond with 6,987. Arrivals from Scot- 
land numbered 2,714, those from Italy 
$,091, and returned Canadians are giv- 
en as 1,095, The immigration from 
Northern Europe continues, but on a 
small scale. It is stated at the De- 
partment that the outlook is that this 
year’s immigration will slightly ex- 
ceed that of last year.

In the harbor of Na- 
naimo, B.C., alone between November 
1, 1908, and February 15, 1909, Japan- 
es fishermen caught and shipped to 
Japan 20,000 tons of herring.

Montreal Live Stock. 

MONTREAL, July 19.—(Special.)—At the 
Montreal Stock Yards West End Market 
the receipts of live stock for the week 
ending July 17 were 2300 cattle, 600 sheep 
and lambs, 1600 hogs and 1000 calves, 
while the supply for local consumption 
this morning amounted to 1000 cattle, 400 
sheep and lambs, 1000 hogs and 300 calves. 

The condition of the market for cattle 
was unchanged from a week ago, owing 
to the fact that suppiies were smaller, 
and thts, coupled with much codler wea- 
ther and ‘a good demand from local buy- 
ers, maintained prices well for all grades. 
The export demand was quiet on account 
of the fact that cables from Liverpool on 
Saturday were again weaker, and noted 
a further decline in prices of %c to %c 
per pound, as compared with a week ago, 
which was due to warm weather and a 
continued slow trade. One of the princi- 
Pal factors to which are attributed the 
high prices ruling for cattle this season 
here and in the west is the fact that 
United States exporters are operating 
freely in the Canadian market, on account 
of values being so much lower than [h 
the Chicago market; consequently large 
shipments are being made weekly from 
Toronto to Boston and other ports for ex- 
port account, which curtails supplies from 
coming this way, and tends to keep prices 
up. In this market to-day choice steers 
sold at 6c to 6%c; good at 5%c to b%c; 
fair at Se to Sic; medium at 4%c to 4%; 
common at Bec to 4%4c; and inferior at 
MAc to Bac per pound. 

The strength which developed in the 
market for hogs a week ago still con- 
tinues to be the main feature of the situ- 
ation on account of the scarcity of sup- 
plies, and prices in consequence have 
scored a further advance of 10c to I5c per 
100 pounds, and the indications are that 
they will go still higher in the near future 
unless supplies Increase materially, The 
demand from packers to-day was keen, 
and sales of selected lots were made at 
$8.90 to $9 per 100 pounds, weighed off 
cars, and contracts were made for de- 
livery later tn the week at $9.10, which is 
a new high record price for the season. 

The only important change in the mar- 
ket for small meats was the stronger 
feeling in sheep on account of the im- 
Proved demand from local buyers, and

PICHE WILL TELL ALL 


Prospector Is Expected to Give 
Full Story of Mining Deal. 


Arrest of Andrew McKelvie, Former 
Mayor of New Liskeard and Lib- 
eral Candidate for Legislature on 
a Charge of Bribe-Giving Causes 
a Big Sensation In the Nerth— 
Officials Refuse Interviows. 


Cobalt, July 27.—The Hudson Bay 
Mining Co. case will come before

The arrest of Angus McKelvie, vice- 
president of the company, on & 
| charge of giving a bribe to John 
Piche to clear the country, by which 
the company was able to get title to 
the property, has caused much excite- 
ment. He was one of the most promi- 
nent men in this northern country. 
He was mayor of New Liskeard for 
two terms, and was the Liberal can- 
didate in the last provincial election, 
being defeated by R. T. Shillington, 
He is also superintendent of.the Pres- 
byterian Church, and is said to be 
worth close to a million dollars. With 
Thomas McCamus; another director, 
he owns a large sawmill and tracts of 
timber berths in this country.

Mr. Lighthall ended his brilliant 
address with a eulogy of those like 
Joshua Dyke of Fort William, Cook of 
Ottawa, Lavallee and Gelinas of 
Montreal, George Wilson of Alberta, 
Oliver Howland of Toronto, who had 
given splendid service to municipal 
interests, 

Recognizing the importance of the 
west, President J. J. Ward of Toronto 
at the same time recommended that 
they take advantage of the experi- 
ence of the east, ‘so as to combat 
successfully the many weak points in 
the government of the latter by safe- 
guarding cities against the encroach- 
ment of corporations whose obvious 
office it is to invade public rights.” 

“You must be ever on the alert to 
guard against the granting of conces- 
sions which will militate against the 
future growth and development of 
your respective cities,’ he said.

French Aviator Steals a Merch 
on His Competitors. 


|M. Bleriot Rises Early Im Morning 
and Crosses From Calais to Dover 
In Thirty Minutes — Latham and 
de Lambert Wore Preparing 
Make the Trial Yesterday—Wins 
Daily Mail Prize and Is Feted. 


Dover, July 26.—This sleepy old

overland flight. Immediately two 
compatriots, 0 had been waving a 
big tri-color flag as a signal for the 
landing place, fell upon him enthus- 
iastically, embracing him, shouteg 
and pounding him on the back. They, 
with a few soldiers and others who 
happened by chance to be on the 
scene, were the only persona to wit- 
ness the finish of a most remarkable 
feat. It was M. Bleriot, the first 
aviator, to cross the English Channel. 

Bleriot left Baraques, three 
miles from Calais, about 4.30 a.m. 
On one of the smallest monoplanes 
ever used he crossed the channel in 
a little less than halfvan’ heat) twice 
aS swiftly as the fastest seglboat. His 
speed average more than forty miles 
an hour, sometimes it approached 60 
miles. He kept about 250 feet above 
the sea level for ten minutes, while 
about mid-channel, was out of sight 
of both coasts and the French tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers, which followed 
him, with his wife and friends 
aboard. 

The wind was blowing about twenty 
miles, an hour and jthe sea was chop- 
py. The aviator was swathed in a 
single garment of drilling, impervious 
to the wind,.only his face showing. 
He wore also a cork lifebelt. 

By his’ achievement’ yesterday 
Bleriot won the, prize of $500 offered 
by The London Daily Mail for the 
first flight acrdss the English Chan- 
nel, and stole a march on his rivals, 
Hubert Latham and Count de Lam- 
bert, both of whom had hoped to 
meke the attempt yesterday. 

Bleriot, who speaks. little English,, 
described his successful flight very 
modestly. 

“T arose at 3 o’clock,”’ he said, “and 
went’ to the aeroplane shed. Finding 
everything in order on the trial spin, 
I decided to make the flight.’ The 
French torpedo-boat destroyer, which 
was in attendance, was signalled and 
it put out about four miles. Then I 
rose in the air and pointed directly 
to Dover. Aiter ten minutes I was 
out. ofasight of land and had left the 
warship well behind. For a few min- 
utes Ticould not see either coast nor 
any boat, I tried to keep at an aver- 
age height of 250 feet. I might easily 
have gone higher, but it would have 
Served no purpose. This was about 
the right height, I thought, to clear 
‘he Dover cliffs safely. 

“The machine dipped toward the 
water several times. I put on more 
petrol once. I estimate that the pro- 
pellers were going from 1,200 to 1,400 
revolutions a minute. The first _ob- 
jects I saw were’ ships off the Png- 
lish coast; then I observed DeDal 
and I discovered that the wind, 
which was southwest, was carrying 
me thither. I veered to the south- 
ward to Dover Castle, and then saw 
friends flourishing a flag in a valley 
suitable for landing. I made two circles 
while lessening the speed, and then 
dived down, but I came in contact 
with the ground sooner than I ex- 
pected. Both the machine and myself 
were badly shaken. 

“A few persons quickly assembled 
and T was helped out as my injured 
foot was painful, I am exceedingly 
glad to be here.” 

The sailors on the ships in the har- 
bor were the first to discover that 
Bleriot was approaching. They 
heard the buzzing of the motor two 
or three minutes before they could 
discern the aeroplane. Then what 
looked like a big white butterfly glid- 
ed over their heads, as fast as a train 
of cars and witb almost as much 
noise, It: reached the cliff near the 
grey turrets of Dover Castle, swoop- 
ed around twice in broad curves and 
disappeared, 

Bleriot is one of the oldest and 
most popular aviators in France and 
is the winner of the Osiris prize of 
$100,000 in conjunction with Gabriel 
Versin, the aeroplane manufacturer, 
for their contributions to the pro- 
gress of aviation, Only Saturday he 
was decorated with the legion of hon- 
or, He is a graduate of the celebrat- 
ed technical school of France, He be- 
came interested in the problem of 
aviation in 1900,

Toronto Bank Clerk Is Arrested 
in Vanccuver, BC. 


Former Ledger-keeper of the Bank of 
Montreal Branch Wanted In Sev- 
eral Cities In Canada and States, 
Is Caught Trying to Cash a Big 
Check — “Accepted” Stamp Is Not 
Discovered. 


Toronto, July 24.—After a holiday 
extending from March 9 last, John Al- 
fred Graham Anderson, former ledger- 
keeper of the Bank of Montreal, Port- 
land and Queen street branch of this 
city, was yesterday landed by the po- 
lice at the Hote] Vancouver, in Van- 
couver, He was caught while at- 
tempting to cash a check for $1,900. 
The “accepted”? stamp of the Bank 
of Montreal, which was the chief in- 
strument in his forging, has not been 
found. He is wanted here and in 
many cities in the United States and 
Europe for forgeries upon which he 
secured amounts which run into sev- 
eral thousand dollars. He attempted 
to pass a check at the hotel in Van- 
couver and was reported to the bank. 
Detective Murray will leave immedi- 
ately to bring him here for trial. 
Anderson, who had been employed 
in the bank for a number of years and 
was widely and favorably known, be- 
ing the son of a well-to-do doctor at 
Neweastle, Ont., left the bank ‘in 
March, saying that he was tired and 
wanted a holiday. He said that he 
intended to travel and was given a 
send-off by his friends. When he went 
he took with him the stamp with 
which he marked checks ‘‘accepted.”’ 
This has been his great asset in his 
series of swindles. ‘Accepted’ checks 
upon reputable banks are easy to 
eush the world over. 

Shortly: after his disappearance the 
worthless checks began to arrive, yet 
it was not for some time that he 
was suspected. It would appear that 
he cut down into the States ,and 
thence crossed the ocean. In April 
checks were cashed for $15 at the 
Dominion Bank, Windsor, and the Na- 
tional Bank, Detroit.

The 
offerings on the market this morning con- 
sisted of 1050 cattle, 400 sheep and lambs, 
1000 hogs and 500 calves, There has been 
no important change in the condition of 
tne market for cattle since this day week, 
the undertone being firm and prices well 
muintained, owing to the fact that Sup- 
plies have not been in excess of the re- 
quirements and a8 the quality of the stock 
coming forward is steadily improving in 
welght on account of the good pasturing 
thruout the country, buyers have been 
Wore disposed to take larger lots. There 
Was some demand from exporters for top 
quality steers and a few were bought to 
complete shipments with, but the. bulk 
of the trade was done for local account 
and the market was fairly active. Choice 
steers sold at 6c to 64c; good, at 5%c to 
5%c; fair, at Sc to Bc; medium, at 4%c to 
4%c; common, at 3c to 444c, and inferior, 
at Dec to 4c per Ib. 

The market for hogs was unchanged 
from last week, prices belng firmly main- 
tained at the advance, on account of the 
limited supplies arriving and the keen 
demand for the same from packers and 
dealers. The market was active with 
sales of selected lots at $ to $9.10 per 
cwt., welghed off the cars. Foreign ad- 
vices on Canadian bacon last week were 
steady to firm, but packers state that 
they are doing little business in this direc- 
tion, as they have all they can do to 
supply the local requirements. The local 
demand for sheep continues good and as 
the receipts are not in excess of the re- 
quirements, prices rule steady at 4c to 
4c per Ib, There is no demand for ex- 
port account, Owing to the fact that at 
present prices beaing realized for them in 
Liverpool they would lose considerable 
money. A fairly active trade was done 
in lambs at prices ranging from #4 to $5 
each, Calves are coming forward pretty 
freely for the season and meeting with a 
food demand at from §2 to $8 each, as 
per size and quality.
